When he gave it to me lie had no idea 
th at I would have an opportunity so 
soon afterward to cash it in person, 
although I am quite sure that what­ 
ever financial reverses I may be des­ 
tined to meet, ray want will never be 
great enough to induce me to realize 
on that cheek. 
There was one subject that was j 
talked about in this prison whenever j 
conversation lagged, and I suppose it j 
is the same in other prisons too. W hat | 
were Die chances of escape 
Every man seemed to have a differ- j 
cot idea and one way, I suppose, was j 
about as impracticable as another, j 
Tv one of us ever expected to get a i 
chance to put our ideas into execution, i 
but it was interesting speculation, and j 
anyway one can never tell what op­ 
portunities might present themselves. 
One suggestion was that we disguise 
•wrselves as women. 
“O’Brien would 
its rn! a better chance disguised as a 
horse!” declared another, referring to 
tho fact that my height (I am six feet 
tw o inches) would make me more con­ 
spicuous as a woman than as a man. 
Another suggested that we steal a 
German Gotha—a type of airplane 
used for long-distance bombing. 
It is

practice of torpedoing 
these vessels on the score tHut they 
also 
carried 
munitions! 
When 
I 
pointed out to him that France would 
hardly be sending munitions to Eng­ 
land, he lost interest in the argument. 
Some days before, I had made up my 
mind that it would be a very good 
thing to get hold of a map of Germany, 
which I knew was in the possession of 
one of the German Interpreters, be­ 
cause I realized that if ever the op­ 
portunity came to make my escape, i do, I was going to make one bld for 


better than riding with the Germans!” 
I yelled after him, but if he consid­ 
ered that a good joke, he didn’t pass 
it on to the crowd. 
Some months later when I had the 
honor of 
telling my story to King 
George, lie thought tills incident was 
one of the best jokes he hail ever 
heard. I don’t believe he ever laughed 
harder iii Ids life. 
Before our train pulled out, 
our 
guards had to present their arms for 
inspection and their rifles were loaded 
in our presence to let us know that 
they meant business. 
From the moment the train started 
on its way to Germany, the thought 
kept coming to my head that unless I 
could make my escape before we 
reached that reprisal camp I might as 
well make up my mind, as far as I 
was concerned, the war was over. 
It occurred to me that if the eight 
of us in that car could jump at a given

in 10,000,000 Homes. 


The women of America, who are 
anxious to do their great part in the 
Winning of the war, are now, as a 
whole, familiar with the most impor- J 
taut aspects of food conservation. The 
Home Card, both in its original form 
and in the revised edition for I DI 8, 
which provides for two wheatless days, 
one meatless day a week, in addition 
lo a wheat less meal every day, has been 
placed by the Food Administration aft­ 
er a vigorous campaign in lOJMto.OOO 
American homes. 
An intelligent and 
Conscientious observance of the Home 
Card’s requirements Is all the Food 
Administration asks of the housewives 
of the country. 
The Food Administration has had a 
great many requests, however, particu­ 
larly from the homes of tile well-to-do, 
that it should issue a worked out plan 
for a voluntary system of rationing. 
This desire for a voluntary ration 
springs 
from 
two 
causes— first, 
be­ 
cause it is far simpler for the house­ 
w ife to save food when she has a con­ 
crete working plan by which to pro­ 
ceed, and, second, because the loyal 
women of America desire, unselfishly, 
to put them selves on the same basis 
as the women of the Allied countries. 
The ration proposed by the Food Ad­ 
ministration 
is almost the same as 
that adopted in England for voluntary 
observance.

The ration recommended by the 
Food Administration, and adopted first 
in New- York city, whence the idea has 
spread through the entire country, is 
the following:

The items listed above are the only 
ones which are definitely limited. 
In 
the case of milk and cream, as much 
may be used as necessary, and chil­ 
dren, of course, must have their full 
allowance of whole milk. 
Fish and 
poultry, any cereal other than wheat, 
vegetables and fruits and cheese may 
be used as freely as is desired. 
The above ration is in no wise in­ 
tended to supplant the Home Card, 
but rather to supplement it. 
It has 
been published with the idea that it 
will be a very real aid to the Ameri­ 
can woman in ber splendid effort to 
carry out the great food conservation 
program.

Scald milk with on­ 
ion. remove onion and add milk 
slowly to potatoes. Melt the fat, 
add dry ingredients, stir until 
well mixed, then stir into boiling 
soup.
